Community transport scheme shuts due to loss of funds 

DIAL-A-RIDE 
SERVICE CUT 


A BANBURY community transport service 
has closed, leaving about 100 OAPs and dis¬ 
abled users stuck for buses. 

Banburyshire Community Transport 
Association (BCTA) shut on Friday, after two 
decades serving north Oxfordshire residents. 

Bosses said the charity could not afford to 
continue after failing to win a key council 
contract to provide dial-a-ride services. 

The charity collapsed with the loss of more 
than 15 jobs. 

Until April, BCTA got £187,500 from 
Cherwell District Council (CDC) and 
£26,364-a-year from Oxfordshire County 
Council to run dial-a-ride services.

The districtwide service ran five to seven 
buses five days a week for people to phone for 
trips like shopping and appointments. 

But the county council took over the run¬ 
ning of the service in April, awarding its own 
bus team the contract. 

Cherwell then cut its contribution to dial-a- 
ride to £30,000, so the district now gets one 
bus for two days and two buses for three. 

Bosses at BCTA continued to provide pri¬ 
vate trips but have now said these do not bring

Threatened 
with fake gun 

■ BANBURY: A 63-year-old 
man has denied threatening 
his bank manager with a 
replica gun. 

Christopher Wardell is 
alleged to have brandished a 
pistol in front of account 
manager Leanne Dalby at 
Nationwide in Banbury on 
February 1. 

He appeared at Oxford 
Crown Court on June 19 and 
denied possessing an 
imitation firearm with intent 
to cause a fear of violence. 

Wardell, of Main Street, 
Burdrop, was bailed to stand 
trial in the fortnight 
beginning August 20. 

Wind turbine 
bid refused 

■ BANBURY: Plans to put up 
wind-testing equipment, 
which could lead to eight 
turbines being built north of 
Hanwell, have been rejected 
on appeal. 

Cherwell District Council 
threw out the Regenco plan 
for a temporary wind 
monitoring mast at Bury Court 
Farm last year, and this has 
been upheld at an appeal at 
the Planning Inspectorate. 

The inspectorate said the 
60-metre mast would cause 
"slight harm" to the 
appearance of the landscape 
and could pose a risk to 
aircraft.

in enough cash to keep it afloat. 

Among those to be hit is a weekly 
bingo club service to Yule Court 
Common Room, Boxhedge Square, 
Banbury, for £4 per person. 

Organiser Sheila Speakman, 80, said: 
"It is disgraceful. 

"We are in limbo. I am calling all my 
members to say this Wednesday's bingo 
is cancelled. 

"I will have to find alternative arrange¬ 
ments. What the alternative is I don't 
know." 

The OAP - who has started a petition 
calling for more cash for Dial-a-Ride - 
said: "They seem to find money for other 
things. 

"They are not looking after their senior 
citizens who have worked all their lives 
and haven't asked for handouts." 

Charles Nixon-Eckersall, chairman of 
the Beaumont Business Centre-based 


BCTA, said Dial-a-Ride was its "core 
business". 

He said: "My board, over the last six 
months, have looked at this and the 
amount of money required would not 
have been raised by our contract work. It 
is a huge loss." 

It would have to surrender charity sta¬ 
tus and associated financial perks to 
carry on, he said. 

But Kevin Powell, BCTA co-ordinator, 
said: "I am gutted that, after 19 years with 
the charity, the board feels they have to 
close it when there is enough finances to 
keep it going for six to eight months." 

He said: "The disabled and elderly are 
going to suffer because of their actions." 

County council deputy leader Rodney 
Rose was sorry to hear of the closure. 

But the Conservative said: "In the 
world we are living in, we can't go giving 
free transport to everybody who feels 
they have a right to it."

Appeal over 65-home 
plan is rejected again 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for 65 
homes in Adderbury have been 
thrown out, following an appeal 
by a developer. 

Cherwell District Council 
rejected the plan for a field off 
Milton Road last year. 

It warned of a lack of services 
and said the homes would 
"cause harm to the character 
and appearance of the country¬ 
side". 

Berkeley Homes appealed to 
the independent Planning 
Inspectorate but has now lost 
the case. 

The inspectorate said the 
council's inability to meet 
Government housing targets 
"weighs strongly" for allowing 
the homes. 

It also applauded Berkeley's 
plan to make 40 per cent of the 


homes affordable to meet hous¬ 
ing shortages. 

Despite a lack of services, 
such as a doctors and shops, the 
homes would be close to 
Banbury by bus, it said. 

Proposals to send children to 
Bloxham Primary School if 
Adderbury's Christopher 

Rawlins Primary is full are not 
unusual, it added. 

But it said the site is not in the 
council's plans for where major 
housing developments should 
go and it is "not obvious" how 
65 homes could go on the field 
along with drainage and a 
planned football field. 

More than 200 villagers 
opposed the plan when it was 
considered by the council, with 
Adderbury Parish Council 
branding it "excessive".

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Approval of warehouse plan 'will create 1,000 jobs' 


A NEW warehouse development could 
bring 1,000 jobs to Banbury. 

Plans for warehouses by the M40 will 
go ahead despite a last-minute decision 
to protect nearby war relics, a planning 
consultant has said. 

The Government last week agreed to 
give protected scheduled monument sta¬ 
tus to the remains of a former First World 
War munition filling station, following a 
request from Banbury Civic Society. 

The remains are to the east of the 


motorway but not the west, where the 
warehouses are planned. 

Cherwell District Council approved 
the outline scheme on June 21, but this 
is subject to final consultation with 
English Heritage. 

Peter Frampton, the planning consult¬ 
ant for the proposal, said he expected 
the council to approve it as it would 
have little impact on the relics on the 
eastern side. 

Councillors were told the scheme 


would create 1,000 jobs and it is hoped 
it would be open by 2014. 

He said: "I am very pleased. We do 
have serious interest in the site. 

"It is a great site. It will be great for 
Banbury." 

Civic Society chairman Rob Kinchin- 
Smith said: "Some of it is scheduled, that 
is the main thing. 

"This is an important historic feature 
and the significance of it has been 
recognised as we approach the cente¬ 


nary of the First World War." 

The society had raised concerns about 
the scale of the plan, but Mr Kinchin- 
Smith said he was pleased the height of 
the buildings had been cut from 19 
metres to 1 6 metres. 

He said: "I am significantly happier. 
Hopefully this site will provide benefi¬ 
cial employment." 

Further permission on the final details 
of the plan will be needed from the dis¬ 
trict council.

RENOWNED photographer 
Michael Kenna returned to his 
old art school to open a £3.4m 
Creative Arts Centre. 

He said he never forgot his train¬ 
ing at Banbury School of Arts, now 
Oxford & Cherwell Valley College. 

He spoke as he opened the col¬ 
lege's new centre, home to 400 
youngsters aged 14 and over. 

He told students: "Despite all this 
wonderfully impressive new, freshly 
painted, clean architecture, we have 
here, let's not get side-tracked about 
what an art school is. 

"An art school is a functioning 
power station of live and constantly 
evolving combustible creativity." 

Mr Kenna - famed for his black 
and white landscapes - was at the 
school from 197-73, where he 
achieved a distinction in a diploma 
in art and design. 

The San Francisco resident said: 
"The school did exactly what it was 
supposed to do. It instructed, 
encouraged, challenged, nurtured, 
quarrelled, inflamed and wrestled 
with me." 

He also launched a £500 annual 
prize for photography students. 

The building has been formed 
from a former art block and has been 
given an open, modern, airy design, 
said creative arts curriculum manag¬ 
er Jackie Whitehouse. 

She said: "It is very much about 


light, about reclaiming our carbon 
footprint and flexible learning. 

"We don't have classrooms as 
such, we have very open spaces for 
students to use." 

Ms Whitehouse added: "It is a 
community, they don't want to leave 
the building, they absolutely love it. 

"We have lots of students say 
'can't we stay and help?' It has real¬ 
ly changed the face of what we do." 

Students' work went on display 
last week to showcase the disci¬ 
plines taught by the school, includ¬ 
ing photography, graphics, textiles, 


fashion, fine art, illustration and 
ceramics. 

College principal and chief exec¬ 
utive Sally Dicketts said: "The sum¬ 
mer shows are always spectacular 
and demonstrate the rich creativity 
within each of our students." 

The development is part of long¬ 
term college plans to move facilities 
from the north to the south side of 
Broughton Road. 

Its next project - also part-funded 
by the Skills Funding Agency - will 
feature a television studio for media 
students.

■ 50 firefighters at the scene due to chemical fears 

15 staff evacuated 
after factory blaze 


FIFTEEN staff had to be evacuated 
after a blaze involving chemicals at a 
Banbury engineering firm. 

The fire started last Wednesday night at 
about 10pm, at AAC Cyroma 
Manufacturing, on the Beaumont Road 
Industrial Estate. 

At its peak, 50 firefighters from 
Banbury, Hook Norton, Deddington, 
Oxford, Woodstock, Kidlington, Bicester 
and Eynsham fought the blaze. 

Because of chemicals inside the factory 
- which makes plastic moulds - fire fight¬ 
ers also fought the blaze from the roof. 

The building's sprinkler system had 
activated and prevented the fire from 
spreading. 

Fifteen employees working on an 
evening shift were evacuated. 

Once the fire was out, crews wearing 
protective chemical clothing entered the 
premises to establish the extent of the fire 
and materials involved. 

Group Manager Pete Graham said 
when the first crews arrived at the factory 
they were met with a "developing fire and 
significant smoke within the premises". 

He said: "The pre-planning carried out 
by the site's management, and the fire pro-

tection measures and procedures in place, 
ensured the safety of their staff as well as 
assisting our firefighters in tackling this 
serious incident. 

"Having our initial crews on scene 
within minutes, along with the site's team 
leaders who were able to give us compre¬ 
hensive information and plans, was 
invaluable. 

"The sprinkler system made a signifi¬ 
cant difference and prevented the fire 
developing significantly and enabled us to 
concentrate on dealing with the potential 
chemical issues." 

Although the fire was put out within a 
couple of hours, crews and management 
from the firm remained at the site 
overnight. The Fire Service believes the 
cause of the blaze was accidental. 

There was no structural damage to the 
building, which includes office and man¬ 
ufacturing areas, and Mr Graham said 
there was mainly water damage inside 
from the sprinkler system. 

Staff were back at work the next day. 

The firm declined to comment.

With a capacity of 16,000 
people, and three stages among 
the woods at Great Tew, Cornbury 
has both moved on from its 
origins at nearby Cornbury Park, 
but also stuck to its ethos of 
good, clean fun.

T HE good old days when 
E.T. simply wanted to 
phone home are long 
gone. 

Now, if aliens descend on Earth, 
they don't want to sit contentedly in 
the basket of a child's bicycle. They 
want to annihilate and conquer. 

A 24-hour storage facility in 
south London is the epicentre of the 
destruction in Johannes Roberts's 
gore-slathered sci-fi horror. 

The building's labyrinthine 
corridors and snaking air ducts 
provide a suitably claustrophobic 
setting for the battle royale between 
a hideous extra-terrestrial predator 
and a motley crew of ill-equipped 
human prey. 

Characters are slain in grisly 
close-up at regular intervals to 
satisfy gore hounds, while the script 
plays the usual mind games to bring 
an unlikely saviour to the fore at the 
crucial moment with a stirring 
declaration: "I got nothing to lose 
so I'm going to go and kill that 
thing!" 

The film opens with a suspected 
airplane crash in the capital, which 
causes widespread destruction. 

Metal crates are strewn among 
the debris, with nothing inside apart 
from a gooey residue slathered over 
the interior. 

Nearby, wise-cracking Charlie 
(Noel Clarke) and his best friend 
Mark (Colin O'Donoghue) arrive at 
a storage facility to collect some of 





Charlie's belongings. A 
malfunctioning security system traps 
the men inside the building with 
employee Jake (Alex Price) and 
electrician Bob (Geoff Bell), who 
attempt to reboot the mainframe 
and open the metal shutters. 

Meanwhile, Charlie and Mark 
head for a locker where they run 
into Charlie's embittered ex¬ 
girlfriend Shelley and her friends. 

The former lovers trade barbs and 
then a growl reverberates through 
the building. 

"Maybe it's the air settling in the 
pipes...or something?" wonders 
Charlie. 

Based on an original screenplay 


by leading man Clarke, Storage 24 
is solid, entertaining but 
unremarkable genre fare, littered 
with undernourished characters and 
predictable twists. 

The set-up is familiar, right down 
to the opening scenes of a nameless 
dog walker who follows her pet into 
a gloomy warehouse where 
something nasty lurks. 

Clarke quips through the 
madness while his co-stars treat 
their predicament with utmost 
seriousness. 

Slick make-up effects and a 
couple of fizzing one-liners 
compensate for a paucity of edge- 
of-seat scares.

HOW DETAILED DOES MY PROPERTY INVENTORY NEED TO BE? 


Maria Lucas, Managing Director of Let Lucas Rental Specialists said ‘disputes 
are decided at the beginning of a tenancy not the end’. The key documents for 
handling or preventing any disputes over damages, missing items or cleanliness 
is the Inventory and Schedule of Condition, supported by the check-in process 
and at the end of the tenancy a check-out. 

The more detailed the inventory is at the start and taking the time to check the tenant 
in, the less ambiguity at the end of the tenancy and the more likely a settlement is 
made quickly. 

We focus on ‘condition, condition, condition’. The person carrying out this critical 
process should detail the property room by room ensuring the inventory not only 
covers a comprehensive contents list but also registers the quality of all contents, 
decor, fixtures and fittings, both internally and externally. Every item needs to be 
registered and its quality stated in a clear and concise way noting all marks, stains, 
scuffs, scrapes, dis-colouration, etc. 

At the end of the tenancy, the landlord or property manager needs to determine 
liability for damages or cleanliness and this is based on the condition subject to fair 
wear and tear. If it is not clear, a decision becomes tricky. The deposit schemes 
adjudication (ADR), the dispute service that determines liability over disputes 
between landlords and tenants, are very clear. The more detailed the report, the 


higher the chance of a more accurate decision. Many landlords and agents fall 
down here by not preparing detailed reports. 

Other key requirements for the report are: 

• The inventory clerk must detail all Fire & Furnishing Regulation Labels attached 
to upholstered furniture 

• Digital photographs which the tenant signs & dates 

• Disclaimers and explanation notes to tenants 

• Declaration page, signed 

• Provide as much information as possible regarding brands and the quality. 

Finally, don’t think that inventory is only for a furnished property or a high value rent 
- most disputes are caused by cleanliness related issues, left rubbish and damage 
to fixtures and fittings related to standard unfurnished buy to let properties. Don’t get 
fooled into thinking you don’t need the protection of a detailed inventory- it will save 
you hundreds of pounds in reduced voids, time and will help keep your property in 
better overall condition.

for fun on move

L ET'S quickly run through this 
hatchback's tick-list — electric 
windows, air conditioning, 
remote locking and cruise control 
with speed limiter. So that will be 
the top-of-the-range model specifi¬ 
cation then? 

No, that's what you get on the 
basic version. So whatever else, 
Chevrolet's five-door Aveo is 
extremely well equipped. 

And as well as high specification, 
the Aveo also delivers in terms of 
handling, with a surprisingly engag¬ 
ing drive on the open road for a 
small car that looks like it would be 
most at home in the city. 

The car's lively feel is backed up 
by electric power-steering and an 
electronic stability control system, 
which is fitted to all models. 

There is also a decent range of 
engines. The test car used the 1.2- 
litre, 86 horsepower engine which 
sits perfectly in the car delivering 
excellent economy and enough zip 
to make the car fun. Other engine 
choices include a livelier 100 horse¬ 
power 1.4-litre petrol, which comes 
with the option of a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission and a 1.3-litre 
turbocharged diesel, available in 
two power outputs. 

Engine and wind noise are well 
suppressed, but the downside on the 
move is the level of road noise, 


which unsurprisingly becomes most 
intrusive at higher speeds. If you can 
put up with the road rush, the Aveo 
is a properly practical little car with 
two gloveboxes, various compart¬ 
ments and door pockets, three 
cupholders and a decent boot, com¬ 
bined with 60:40 folding rear seat. 

Safety is also catered for with anti¬ 
lock braking and brake assist, along 
with six airbags as standard. 

The Aveo looks good too. At the 
front sits a large twin grille with cen¬ 
trally positioned badge and 
exposed, twin-tube, motorcycle- 
inspired headlamps, with high-gloss 
black bezels and chrome rings. As 
with the Chevrolet Spark, the rear 
door pull handles sit in the upper 
section of the door. 

The interior, albeit a bit plasticky, 
is also nicely styled, with a distinc¬ 
tive dual-cockpit apparently derived 
from the Chevrolet Corvette and an 
blue backlit instrument cluster that
